“The Volstead Act was not put 
over against the will of the peoplf 
or when the boys were in the arm y,” 
said Mrs. Maud B. Perkins of East 
Syr.acuse, N. Y., national secretary of 
the Young People’s branch of the 
W. C. T. U., last evening at the Mc­ 
Cabe Methodist church, before an 
audience composed chiefly of young 
people and the girls from the Indian 
schools. 
“In the m ajority of the counties of 
the state there was local option and 
in a number of states prohibition 
liad already been declared. 
It was 
seven years after the drive to pn t a 
national prohibition law upon the 
statutes of the country befor$ it was 
finally passed,” declared the speak­ 
er. 
“The fact th at it was a year and 
29 days 
after the passage of the 
amendment before 45 of the 48 states 
had voted to accept the new amend­ 
ment 
indicates 
that

nothing in the nature of ‘putting a 
thing over on the people!’’’.said tth e 
speaker. “All th at talk is propaganda 
of the liquor forces that woQld have 
the amendment repealed,” deciared 
Mrs. Perkins.

Fargo, N. D., Sept. 26—Strict grad­ 
ing of potatoes is essential to secure 
the best price? for the No^th Ua.kota 
crop this fall, is the warning of Dr. 
A. il. Benton of the m arketing de­ 
partm ent a t the North Dakota Agri­ 
cultural college, 
"Shipping of low grade potatoes 
to the - marketing centers results in 
considerable loss to the producer who 
has to pay the freight on the poor 
potatoes as well as the good ones, 
and then is apt to receive a gross 
return smaller than would have been 
the return if he had kept the poeV 
potatoes on the farm and shipped 
only the good 
ones,” declares Dr. 
Benton. 
“Flooding the m arket with 
low grade tubers also sp|oiIs tbe 
m arket for those who sTitp a product 
which will grade U. S. No. 1. 
The 
last federal estim ate placed the crop 
of the country at 390 milion bushels, 
while 
the 
normal 
consumption is 
about 385 millitin bushels. 
If the 
growers graded out an average of 10 
per cent of their potatoes, the sup­ 
ply would be reduced to a figure th at 
would insure a profitable price. 
“A recent Chicago market report 
showed Early Ohios selling at from

Benjamin Marsh, of Fanners 
National Council, Gives 
Views in Speech Here 


PLANS

Norris^inclair Bill Will Be 
Urged Upon Representa­ 
tives in December Session 


Dog: Still Keeps Watch At Harding: Tomb 


Benjamin Mareh, manaKing direc­ 
tor of the Farm ers National Council, 
an 
organization maintaining head­ 
quarters at W ashington, spoke to an 
audience at the court house last 
night explaining the purpose of the 
organization and directing his re­ 
marks largely toward an effort to 
show a community of interest be­ 
tween the farm er and the laborer 
in political action. 
Mr. Marsh is on 
a long speaking tour, having been 
out for several months talking to 
labor union 
organizations and 
to 
farm ers. 
He outlined some things which he 
said his organization would flght for 
in the next congress. These include 
the' Norris-Sinelalr bill to create a 
government 
marketing agency, for 
the LaFollettc original-cost basis for 
railroad valuation, against a sales 
tax and for an Inheritance, excess 
profits and tíock dividend tax and 
fo r an invcKigation of the Depart­ 
ment af Agricultuie. 
Mr. Marsh was introduced by W il­ 
liam Danger. 
In endeavoring to link the interest 
of the farm er and laborer in political 
action Mr. Marsh spoke along lines 
taken by speakers in the state for 
the Nonpartisan League for the last 
several years, but introduced a new 
note in which he asserted that big 
business started out to bankrupt the 
farm ers so millions of farmers would 
be driven to cities to relieve the la­ 
bor shortage in big producing areas. 
The first step after the war, he said, 
was to try 
and 
break the labor 
uniona, which failed; the second to 
break down immigration restriction, 
which failed, and the third to drive 
farm ers to the factories, which suc­ 
ceeded, two to five million people go­ 
ing from the farm s to cities. He as­ 
serted figures of Secretary of Agri­ 
culture 
Wallacé showed that this 
year two to two and a half millions 
of farm ers will leave the farms anu 
th at some places in the Northwest 
20 to 2S per cent of the farm ers had 
lost their farms. 
Some farm ers, he said, unfortu­ 
nately speculated in land values and 
farm values are twenty to thirty bil­ 
lions more thsn they should be. The 
valuation is not real, the farms won't 
produce enough to justify the values, 
he i;aid. 
Attacks Rsserve Bystsns. 
The Federal Reserve System, he 
said, was designed to help gamblers 
in ' farm products, etc., to survive 
financial stress. 
• 
There never has been a time when 
consumers did not pay enough for 
farm products to pay all the costs bf 
distribution and give fair profits to 
the farm ers and farm ers’ wives, he 
said. 
.In answ er to statem ents th at far­ 
m ers are over-producing he said this 
was another 
name for under-con­ 
sumption, because prices of products 
are high and because of unemploy­ 
ment. 
Bread prices, he asserted, 
were too high. He said figures show­ 
ed the average consumption of the 
leading products had declined in the 
last 16 years because of high prices. 
He urged support for the Norris- 
S 
iclair bill for a m arketing corpor- 
on. 
"We have a Wall Street controlled 
government, but it will enly Uke 
about eight years more to get pub­ 
lic ownership 
of government," he 
said. 
• 
He said th a t when Congress con­ 
vened in December it was planned to 
have representatives from farm pro­ 
ducing states come to W ashington 
and demand th a t senators and repre­ 
sentatives vote for the Morris-Sin- 
clair bill. 
They will be told they 
m ust vote for this bill before paying 
attention to the President’s message 
o r anything else, and if they don’t 
they will b e. defeated. 
He opposed the plan to refund the 
war debt over a period of forty to 
fifty ' years, declaring this would 
make the wage earners pay it. The 
great increase in taxes was referred 
to. Twenty years ago all taxes were 
1-20 of the national income and now 
taxes are 1-6 of the national income. 
Why a Standing Arnsy. 
A large standing army was wanted 
in Washington, he asserted, so ft 
could be used to held down farmers 
and laborers if they fail to seek in 
a constHutional way what they are 
entitled to. 
He attacked thie reproduction basis 
of railroad valuatioi|| and urged the 
LaFolIetts plan of e>i|inal. cost val­ 
uation. 
He said, on t i m however, 
"the supreme ^ ^ r t is packed figalnst 
no.'* He said, bowpver, the onqr;a¿lu- 
tioa for the railroad problem Was. 
aaified government ownership. 
He criticised Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture WaHsce very Utterly, declaring 
he "takas the privileged view” in ad- 
m inteteriag the packers control set, 
and'^^lpdud that one pf the first ac- 
tioU«[^ in the new Congress will be 
an- Mveetigation of the Department 
of fikUeUture.

Red Cross Records Show That

FROM DISTANT INDIA 


"Millions of tons of bituminous 
and anthracite coal are shipped an­ 
nually into the lignite bearing reg­ 
ions—literally an example of car­ 
rying coals to Newcastle. 
The re­ 
sults are high prices for both indus­ 
trial and domestic fuel, the tmpossi- 
tion of a great handicap on the in­ 
dustrial developnftnt of these reg­ 
ions, the tying up of much transpor­ 
tation equipment needed for other 
service, and other economic lo3t mo­ 
tion." 
. 
The above paragraph when it ap­ 
peared 
in "Notes on 
Lignite, Its 
Characteristics and Utilization," pub- 
liihed by the U. S. Department of In­ 
terior in 1919, gave national publicity 
to a fact fam iliar to the people of 
North and South Dakota. And when 
the same pamphlet declared, “All of 
the coal imported into North and 
South 
Dakota and 
a 
substantial 
part 
of that consumed 
by 
Min­ 
nesota. should 
be rep lac^ by lig­ 
nite from the Dakota fields,^ some of 
the forward 
looking men 
of the 
northwest began to realise th at the 
situation was worthy of attention. 
They could see that “ Northwest 
Cosl fqr .the Northwest” was possi­ 
ble if the coal buyer could be reach­ 
ed with facts about lignite. The re­ 
su lt has been a concerted effort to 
extend the m arket for lignite by giv­ 
ing the people of North and South 
Dakota and parts of Minnesota com- 
pljete information us to the use of 
lignite coal. 
Aasociatlon Is Organized. 
About a year ago Governor R. A. 
Nestos and Frank Milhollan, chair­ 
man of the State Railroad Commis­ 
sion, called a conference of North 
Dakota lignite coal operators in Bis­ 
marck to discuss the possibility of 
North Dakota mines coming to the 
rescue of the northwest with lignite. 
The coal strike had resulted in an 
acute shortage in the northwest and 
lignite was in demand. Others inter­ 
ested in the development of lignite 
as one of the state's great resources 
were also, invited to attend and the 
conference became a decidedly im­ 
portant one for out of it developed 
real progress toward the 
develop­ 
ment of lignite. 
The operators -were businessmen 
and could sec that in another year, 
when eastern coal would be available, 
the extended market for lignite could 
not be held unless the new users 
were satisfied. 
So they set them ­ 
selves to the task of educating the 
public as to the proper method of 
handling lignite and agreed to charge 
a fair price, pushing production to 
capacity and depending upon busi­ 
ness in future years to reward them. 
One result of the conference was the 
organization of the North Dakota 
Lignite Coal Operators association. 
During the past month the opera­ 
tors association has been directing 
special attention to a campaign aim ­ 
ed a t having coal consumers buy it 
least a part of their winter's supply 
now. 
Governor R. A. Nestos and 
Frank Milhollan have issued appeals 
urging early buying so as to enable 
the operators to meet the increased 
demand _ from other sections when 
cold weather arrives. The advantage 
of buying early, it is pointed out, is 
twofold. 
The consumer effects a 
saving and has his coal on hand in 
the cvsnt of an unexpected cold snap 
and the transportation facilities of 
this section will be available for mov­ 
ing the crop if coal is moved now. 
In its educational campaign the 
operators association points out that 
many people who are unfamiliar with 
lignfts have erroneous ideas sa to 
the ponjbillty of storing lignite. 
Lignite is of higher moisture content 
than other coals and has a tendency 
tp break down when subjected to 
weathuting, but those familiar, -with 
it know tlie necessary steps to les­ 
sen this breaking down and to use 
to advsAtage such ..slack as may be 
formed in the brekking down proeeee.

It should be remembered that the 
ordinary drying out of lignite, when 
such drying t kes place gradually 
and with due reference to the pre‘ 
c.autions previously noted, does not 
m aterially alTect Its heating quality 
and users of lignite experience no 
loss in having a small part of the 
lignite they store in summer months 
reduced to slack. 
Anyone fam ilirr 
with firing a stove or furnace knows 
he should not blanket a fire with 
slack or very fine coal. 
It works in 
very well with chunks of coal when 
banking the fire at night or in keep­ 
ing on a small fire in spring or early 
fall. 
' 
How to Burn Lignite. 
In an interesting booklet on lig­ 
nite, which is furnished free in any 
quantity desired to retail dealers by 
operators affiliated with the associa­ 
tion, complete instructions are given 
on how to use lignite. The following 
directions are of particular interest 
to domestic users: ' 
‘ 
For the Kitchen Range. 
Start the fire exactly the same as 
with other 'coal, using only small 
pieces until the fire Is well caught. 
Fill the firebox full of lignite and 
|ucp drafts open until yoii have the 
Yesircd heat, then turn off all drafts. 
For baking keep the firebox well 
filled. 
Never poke lignite coal from 
above. 
■ 
' 
For the House Furnace. 
Kindle the same as any other coal, 
using small chunks of lignite to start 
the fire. 
Add largélf chunks until the fire Is 
going well 
and 
is widely spread. 
Then fill firebox full and after you 
have the desired heat, turn off all 
front drafts. 
■ 
Never poke lignite coal froip above. 
To bank fire for the night, fill the 
firebox, open the drafts until started, 
close the drafts and open the check. 
It is well for users always to re­ 
member the advisability of adding 
fresh coal before the fire geta too 
low and to keep ashes from accumu­ 
lating on the grUte.

Raw materials pf which Portland 
cement is made come out of the . 
groundusually as solid rock. ^ 
They must first be crushed, 
ground and reground until at least 
85 per cent of the resulting powder 
will shake through a sieve that will 
actually hold water.

This sieve is considerably finer 
than the finest silk fabric. It has 
200 hair-like bronze wire^ to the 
inch. That means 40,000 holes to 
the square inch.

But the several .crushings and 
grindings necessary to reduce solid 
rock to this extreme fineness are 
only the beginning of cement 
making.

The powdered materials must dien be sub*. 
jected tt> intense heat for several hours in 
huge rotary kilns. Here they are half melted

the original rock—clinker, it is called. 
Then the clinker must be crushed and
